Drilling With Diamonds. 
A diamond 
bit for rock drilling 
is 
quite an expensive article. 
Its value, 
however, will undergo fluctuations, 
de- 
pendent upon the price 
of the 
dia- 
monds. 
Perhaps $800 is a fair value 
for a bit. 
The diamond 
used is 
ex- 
ceedingly 
hard 
harder 
than 
those 
usually used as Jewelry. 
Their carat 
price is considerable, 
averaging, 
say, 
$60 a carat. 
The diamonds used will 
weigh from one to two carats, so that 
eight have a value ranging from J4S0 
to $960, on the average. 
The loss of 
a bit means 
so many diamonds 
gone 
and 
may lead to difficulty 
with the 
hole. 
The diamond is not tough, but 
brittle. 
It 
will 
withstand 
heavy 
pressure if applied 
evenly and 
with- 
out shock. 
It can readily be seen that 
drilling 
through 
seamy rock may 
be- 
come quite 
unfavorable. 
If there ia 
much quartz present the abrasion may 
become 
excessive. 
Under 
ordinary 
conditions, 
however, the wear on the

When he was a baby he was 
adopted by Bhajee Rou, prince of the 
Maharattas; and in 1S51 he succeeded 
his adopted father as prince. 
Bhajee 
had beenord of wide estates and had 
received a yearly pension of $150,000 
from the British government. 
At his 
death the pension 
was 
stopped and 
the government seized 
much of his 
land. 
This angered Nana Sahib, who had 
hoped to inherit all of Bhajee's wealth. 
He sent an agent to England to urge 
his rights. 
But all he could secure 
from the British was permission 
to 
hold the barren title of princeand to 
rule the fortress town of Bithoor, near 
Cawnpore. 
If Nana felt resentment at this lop- 
ping off of his power he showed no out- 
ward sign of it.
